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HELENA  —  Legislators 
convening  in  special  session  at 
this  moment  to  solve  the  state’s 
budget  crisis  have  before  them  a 
proposal  to  eliminate  the  Montana 
Cultural  Trust — forever. 

“Breaking  this  fund  is  the 
biggest  disaster  in  the  history  of 
organized  arts  in  Montana.  This 
will  set  us  back  50  years,”  says 
David  Nelson,  executive  director 
of  the  Montana  Arts  Council. 

“We’re  not  talking  about  a 
loan.  We’re  talking  about  robbing 
our  future  in  order  to  provide  a 
quick  fix  today  for  temporary 
budget  problems,”  he  said. 

“Add  to  this  the  highly-or¬ 
ganized  campaign  by  television 
evangelists  to  curtail  or  eliminate 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  and  we  have  the  possibility 
that  all  public  funding  for  the  arts 
in  Montana  could  disappear,” 
Nelson  warned. 

The  “stabilization”  action 
under  consideration  in  Helena 
would  provide  a  one-time  transfu¬ 
sion  of  $1 8.9  million  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  fund,  and  then  the  Cultural 
Trust  will  be  gone.  “Don’t  believe 
reports  you  hear  that  this  is  OK 
because  the  arts  are  going  to  be 
funded  anyway,”  Nelson  said. 

“To  break  the  trust  is  to  do  just 
that  —  BREAK  THE  TRUST.” 

The  second  victim  of  this 
move  is  Montana’s  parks  system, 
which  also  stands  to  lose  its  pri¬ 
mary  funding  source  with  the 
elimination  of  the  trust  fund. 

Montana’s  cultural  and 


parks  trust  was  bom  in  1975, 
when  the  Montana  Legislature 
voted  to  set  aside  a  percentage  of 
the  coal  severance  tax  to  restore 
murals  in  the  capitol  building 
and  support  other  “cultural  and 
aesthetic  projects,”  including 
parks.  The  action  was  written 
into  the  Montana  Constitution  in 
1976. 

This  unique  trust  provides 
almost  $647,000  in  interest 
money  every  year  for  the  arts, 
Nelson  said.  Meanwhile,  the 
principle  has  remained  intact,  set 
aside  for  future  generations,  as¬ 
suring  continued  funding  for  the 
arts. 

“The  trust 
has  been  doing 
exactly  what  it 
is  supposed  to 
do,”  Nelson 
said.  “We  have 
not  abused  it. 

It’s  called  a 
trust  because 
it’s  meant  to  be 
there  in  good 
times,  and 
bad.”  Under 
terms  of  the 
trust,  the  Legis¬ 
lature  reviews  every  proposal 
and  appropriates  every  grant. 

Nelson  compared 
government’s  spending  of  the 
cultural  trust  to  parents  spending 
their  child’s  entire  college  fund 
to  fix  the  car.  Yearly  interest  on 
the  Cultural  Trust  principle 
funds  special  projects,  opera¬ 


tional  support,  capital  expendi¬ 
tures,  and  challenge  grants  to  arts, 
cultural  and  historical  organiza¬ 
tions,  public  and  private,  urban 
and  rural. 

The  Montana  Cultural  Trust 
is  “easy  pickings”  for  administra¬ 
tors  and  legislators  searching  for 
bailout  money  because  action  to 
break  the  fund  requires  only  a 
simple  majority,  Nelson  said. 

Under  the  proposal,  which 
amends  §15-35-108  MCA,  the 
$18.9  million  balance  of  the  parks 
and  arts  trust  and  about  $4.7  mil¬ 
lion  from  the  general  fund  will  be 
deposited  into  a  “stabilization  ac¬ 
count”  to  balance  the  general  fund 


in  the  event  of  a  revenue  shortfall. 

Additional  coal  tax  receipts 
would  be  deposited  into  special 
revenue  accounts  “to  hold  parks 
and  arts  programs  harmless  from 
this  action,”  and  decrease  general 
fund  revenues  by  about  $2.1  mil¬ 
lion  per  year,  the  state  budget

summary  says.  “In  this  way, 
funding  for  the  operation  and 
preservation  of  paries  and  arts  re¬ 
mains  at  currently  projected  lev¬ 
els.”  When  the  next  budget  crisis 
rolls  around,  of  course,  there  will 
be  no  trust  fund. 

“The  Cultural  Trust  has  en¬ 
dured  and  grown  in  spite  of  ex¬ 
treme  financial  hardship  in  the 
state,”  Nelson  noted.  “The  pro¬ 
cess  also  has  invited  substantial 
public  testimony  in  support  of  the 
arts,  thus  educating  and  sensitiz¬ 
ing  the  Legislature  to  the  cultural 
needs  of  Montanans.” 

Finally,  Nelson  said,  the 
method  has  nurtured  a  strong  peer 
group  that  monitors  the  process 
for  fairness.  The  Montana  Cul¬ 
tural  &  Aesthetic  Project  Advi¬ 
sory  Committee  is  composed  of 
16  citizens  appointed  equally  by 
the  Montana  Arts  Council  and  the 
Montana  Historical  Society.  They 
review  all  grant  proposals  and 
make  funding  recommendations 
to  legislative  planners,  who  then 
draft  legislation. 

To  date,  the  Montana  Cul¬ 
tural  Trust  has  provided  more 
than  $5  million  to  promote  the 
arts  in  Montana.  □

ON  THE  ROAD  WITH  SUZANNE

When  I  became  involved 
in  rural  arts  administration,  I  was 
convinced  there  was  a  simple 
way  to  bring  the  arts  to  rural 
communities  and  involve  citi¬ 
zens  in  the  process.  This  “simple 
way”  would  be  a  model  for  other 
rural  communities. 

I  visualized  “How  To” 
books  on  the  subject,  similar  to 
the  how-to  books  at  your  local 
hardware  store,  neatly  filed  on  a 
revolving  stand:  Five  Ways  to 
Develop  Arts  in  your  Communi¬ 
ties,  Two  Ways  of  Finding  Dif¬ 
ferent  Volunteers  Each  Year, 

The  No-Money  Approach  to  Pre¬ 
senting,  Easy  Steps  to  Keep  Your 
Arts  Center’ s  Doors  Open,  and 
The  Paved  Road  to  a  Full 
House.  Simple  subjects,  simple 
solutions. 

Most  of  us  in  this  business 
have,  at  one  time  or  the  other, 
been  of  the  mindset  "simple  sub¬ 
ject,  simple  solution."  In  fact,  I 
venture  to  say  that  most  of  us 
start  out  with  this  premise.  We 
want  to  offer  our  children  and 
our  communities  culture  and  so 
we  do.  We  want  it,  we  do  it,  it’s 
done.  Forever. 

Then  comes  our  day  of 
reckoning.  Simple  becomes 
complex  as  we  discover  there  are 
as  many  ways  to  bring  the  arts  to 
our  communities  as  there  are 
community  members.  We  spend 
hours  thinking  through  different 
processes,  we  talk  with  one  an¬ 
other  about  what  our  communi¬ 
ties  want  in  the  way  of  visual 


arts,  performing  arts,  literary  arts 
We  plan,  we  talk,  we  organize, 
we  talk  and  we  talk  some  more. 


So,  what  might  have  started 
out  as  casual  interest  in  bringing 
art  to  our  rural  communities

progresses  through  philosophical, 
financial  and  logistical  processes 
-  and  politics.  I  see  jobs  created. 

I  see  newfound  interest  in  fulfill¬ 
ing  our  cultural  needs.  I  see  an 
entire  package  of  community 
planning  that  brings  local  busi¬ 
nesses,  chambers,  public  schools 
and  arts  together,  even  in  towns 
that  had  lost  their  identities  be¬ 
cause  of  economic  and  demo¬ 
graphic  changes.  In  the  search  for 
their  present  identity,  they  have, 
with  the  help  of  professional  arts 
administrators,  created  a  cultural 
inventory  system.  Through  this 
somewhat  complex  process,  a 
community  identifies  its  cultural 
resources,  from  people  to  build¬ 
ings,  and  determines  what  is  lack¬ 
ing.

helps  fund  these  efforts.  Destined 
to  serve  as  a  model  is  Anaconda’s 
Front  Porch  Project,  a  two-year 
cultural  planning  effort  that’s  go¬ 
ing  very  well. 

I  caution  you  that  this  pro¬ 
cess  is  complex — not  to  scare 
you  away,  but  to  guide  you  away 
from  the  old  premise  of  “simple 
subject,  simple  solution.” 

Rural  arts  development  is 
no  longer  simple;  it  is  no  longer  a 
hobby,  but  a  process  that  must  be 
handled  like  a  business.  Rural 
Arts  Development  is,  for  those 
who  see  the  need,  a  way  of  life. 

Development  of  the  arts  in 
rural  Montana  communities  must 
be  addressed  by  local  government 
as  well  as  state  (Montana  Arts 
Council)  and  federal  (National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts) 

As  I  travel  through  Mon¬ 
tana  in  the  coming  months,  I  will 
urge  art  groups  and  agencies  to 
expand  their  thinking  to  include 
rural  arts  development.  Then 
drink  in  the  shear  enjoyment  of 
cultural  activities  in  your  rural 
communities.  It’s  the  only  simple 
part  left.  □

HELENA  —  Fifty-eight 
arts  organizations  in  20  commu¬ 
nities  around  the  state  have  been 
awarded  grants  totaling  $102,000 
from  the  Montana  Arts  Council, 
and  seven  artists  will  receive  in¬ 
dividual  $2,000  fellowships  for 
their  work. 

The  decisions  were  made  in 
June  by  the  council,  which  annu¬ 
ally  grants  funds  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
(NEA)  for  specific  projects  based 
on  the  recommendations  of  “peer 
review”  panels.  Artists  and  others 
with  expertise  in  eight  categories 
in  which  grants  are  available 
comprise  the  panels.  They  spent 


two  days  evaluating  applications 
in  visual  arts,  drama/dance,  mu¬ 
sic,  media,  creative  writing, 
folklife,  special  projects,  and  or¬ 
ganizational  services. 

This  year,  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  received  85  grant  re¬ 
quests  totaling  almost  $300,000, 
and  108  artists  competed  for  indi¬ 
vidual  fellowships. 

Blue  Heron  Publishing, 
Inc.,  of  Hillsboro,  Ore.,  received 
the  only  out-of-state  grant,  to  in¬ 
troduce  the  work  of  six  Montana 
writers  in  the  new  edition  of 
Writer’s  Northwest  Handbook. 

The  largest  grant,  $4,675, 
went  to  the  Montana  Performing 


Arts  Consortium  in  Bozeman,  a 
statewide  service  organization 
that  showcases  professional  per¬ 
forming  artists  and  enables  com¬ 
munities,  especially  rural  towns, 
to  cooperatively  schedule  perfor¬ 
mances.
